I'D LIKE,TQ THANK SEE M \GAZINE'S 
journalist Mark Wells for his com- 
prehensive cover story on the grass- 
roots movement that is occurring in 
The Meadows (Developing their dif- 
ferences Jan.12-18). The public-at- 
large is often criticized for being apa- 
thetic. My community belies this 
generalization. 

Back in 1999, when Dundee 
Development applied to take a 20- 
acre agricultural zone nearest my 
community and add the land to its 
30-acre commercial zone, I wrote a 
petition, and with the help of a core 
group of neighbours, we were able 
to gather over 800 signatures object- 
ing to this rezoning and enlarge- 
ment. The significance of this num- 
ber of signatures is that my commu- 
nity was very small at the time— 
community league membership was 
about 400 hundred. We weren't say- 
ing no to commerce, but to an exces- 
sive commercial zone that nudges 
up to residential zones. 

Because this was‘@ rezoning appli- 
cation, the process allowed for resi- 
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dent objection. A group of neigh- 
bours and I made presentations to 
city council. City council voted in 
favour of the developer (what's 
new?). Notably, Planning and the 
original developer w ould have 
known of the future residential 
neighbourhood to the south of this 
commercial zone: those homes were 
never considered in negotiations. 
Seven years later, The Meadows 
has grown, neighbourhoods are 
popping up with wild abandon, but 


to negotiate with Stuart Craig, Direc- 
tor of Planning and Riocan (the new 
owner of this commercial site), to try 
and reduce the inevitable noise, pol- 
lution, traffic problems, pedestrian 
unfriendly and esthetically and envi- 
ronmentally displeasing aspects of a 
commercial zone that is butted up to 
a formerly quiet residential zone.

As in 
1999, residents are adamant about 
wanting real input into how The 
Meadows is developed. 

Since the January 4 forum, I’ve 
been told by numerous people that 
they came to the meeting but turned 
away because it was packed by 125- 
plus people. | think if I’d been able to 
book a larger space, it too would 
have been full of questioning, 
insightful people.

ALBERTA TORIES LOSERS 
IN AISH CLASS ACTION 


THE GOVERNMENT OF ALBERTA HAS 
settled a class action lawsuit that 
could cost up to $100 million. The 
suit was brought forward by two 
AISH (Assured Income for the 
Severely Handicapped) recipients 
who suffered from the government's 
wrongful withholding of thousands 
of dollars in payments. 

Donald Fifield, and Curtis Roth 
filed the lawsuit because of a gov- 
ernment practice that limited the 
reimbursement of underpayments to 
a period of six months, and clawed 
back overpayments from support 
cheques no matter how large or how 
old the overpayment was. 

Both practices were contrary to 
the government's own policy, 
according to the plaintiffs statement 
of claim, filed in 2004. Fifield and 
Roth alleged abuse of public office 
by AISH administrators, including 
government members, violations 
under the Alberta Bill of Rights and 
the Charter, negligence, and “unjust 
enrichment” of the department at 
the expense of AISH recipients. ~ 

AISH recipients weren't the only 


victims of the government's pr 
tices. The settlement a ae 
vides awards to anyone receiving 
social assistance, Widows’ Pension, 
or AISH between 1979 and 2004. 
Alberta Liberal opposition leader 
Kevin Taft said the settlement seems 
to show “the government took every 
measure to make sure recipients 
received the absolute minimum 
benefit, rather than deliver- 
ing a social program to 
empower disadvan- 
taged Albertans.” 
NDP leader Brian 
Mason called on 


»-Premier Ralph Klein to apologize to 
AISH claimants and others who 
were denied payments. 

“Successive Conservative govern- 
ments didn’t listen to Alberta’s most 
vulnerable citizens when they said 
they were being treated unfairly,” 
Mason said. “And for that, they 
deserve an apology.” 

The government has esti- 
mated the settlement pay- 
ments for approximate- 
ly 30,000 individuals 
will cost $30 million.

The professors argued the law could be seen 
as unconstitutional if the challenge argued 
that it infringed on religious freedom. The 
paper was commissioned by the federal 
government just weeks before same-sex 
marriage was legalized 

Right-wing, anti-gay marriage advocates 
jumped on the professors’ statement as 
proof that “slippery slope” arguments 
against gay marriage were correct 
Opponents of same-sex marriage have said 
changing the definition of marriage could 
lead to legalized polygamy, incest, 
and bestiality. 

While the current law stands, polygamy is 
rarely prosecuted. A fundamentalist sect of 
the Mormon church in Bountiful, British 
Columbia has practiced polygamy since set- 
tling in the area over 50 years ago, and has 


never been charged

DEPENDING ON THE OUTCOME OF THE 
Jan 23 election, the Alberta Tories 
could find a partner in Ottawa will- 
ing to play along with third-way 
experiments in health care delivery. 
The problem is arguments in favour 
of “fixing” health care often aren't 
based on fact, says U of A nursing 
professor Donna Wilson 

Wilson has led a number of myth- 
busting research projects on Alber- 
ta’s health care system. One signifi- 
cant finding indicates the baby- 
boomers won't be a major burden 
on public health care as they age, 
despite contrary claims by the feder- 
al government and private think 
tanks. 

“It turns out that seniors today are 
a much healthier group than they 
were 10 years ago or 20 years ago. 
Our long-term care study pointed 
out that only four per cent of Alberta 
seniors are in a nursing home, the 
lowest rate since 1976,” she said. 
“(The rate] has been shrinking and 
shrinking. Back around 1976 it was 
probably 15 per cent.” 

Some of Wilson’s other findings 
counter common claims that the cost 
of new medical technology is behind 

wing health care costs. 

“Up until 15 years ago one of the 
most common surgeries was the 
exploratory laparotomy. Basically 
they opened you up to see what was 
wrong,” Wilson said, noting that 
such invasive ies are extreme- 
ly expensive and hospital 
stays for patients. 

“All this new technology [MRIs 
and CAT scans] is saving us 


Wilson said all this information is 
freely available in other provinces, 
but in Alberta, the cost of truth has

Michael Fedeyko, 
Progressive Canadian: 

We are having the wrong debate 
here. Four out of ten provinces 
already do not prohibit private 
insurance. 

So why are we suddenly con- 
cerned with this? It’s a smoke 
screen to bring about a culture of 
defeat where we will accept two 
tier, U.S.-style medical care. In the 
US. system, they spend 700 dollars 
a year more than we do, per person, 
on ADMINISTRATION. This just 
copes with the inefficiencies of their 
private insurance based system. It’s 
also money that can’t go into treat- 
ing patients. 

The Canadian system of pay- 
ment, with its single-payer system, 
is more efficient than private insur-

Premier Klein pledged to “fix” 
health care when he took office in 
1993. Klein’s first, most publicized 
steps towards health care “reform” 
amalgamated health regions into a 
few super-centres of administration, 
and downsized Alberta Health and 
Wellness itself. With that downsiz- 
ing came a smaller but significantly 
devastating change: Alberta Health 
and Wellness shed itself of legions of 
data analysts and statisticians. 

The effect of the brain drain, says 
Wilson, is an insufficient govern- 
mental capacity to make sense of 
statistics on everything from operat- 
ing room usage to home care capaci- 
ty—the kind of ittformation that’s 
needed to make informed policy 
decisions. 

“There's an enormous amount of 
money spent in health care. Do you 
want to spend that money on myth 
and what you think is happening? 
Or do you want to work on factual 
information?” she asked. “Going on 
facts is much better than reacting 
when you see a bad story in the 


newspaper. 

Thanks to the data deficit, cri- 
tiquing health policy has become 
difficult. A PhD scholar focused on 
health policy, Wilson’s research is 
incredibly expensive. The data is 
locked down by Alberta Health and 
Wellness, and the Freedom of Infor- 
mation and Protection of Privacy 
Act. The key to getting the data, 
which she calls “critical” to any fair 
assessment of the public! care 
system, is money.

“IT’S A PITY POETRY IS CONSIDERED SO 
hard and so unrewarding. It doesn’t 
take anymore effort than leaning to 
skate,” says Alice Major, six months 
into her two-year term as Edmon- 
ton’s first Poet Laureate. 

Though she says these first 
months have been a surprise—she 
“didn’t expect the community to be 
so interested” —Alice Major is no 
stranger to local or national writing 
communities. Some Bones and a 
Story, featuring dramatic mono- 
logues, is her sixth poetry collec- 
tion. Former president of the 
League of Canadian Poets and the 
Writers’ Guild of Alberta and 
presently chair of the steering com- 
mittee for “Take the Poetry Route,” 
which put poetry on the buses and 
in LRT terminals, Major has been 
the catalyst for many of the city’s 
literary initiatives 

In fact, even writers who are 
skeptical about the Poet Laureate 
program on principle, since it hon- 
ours only one of the city’s many 
accomplished poets, say they make 
an exception in her case. Major, 
who was born in Scotland and 
known her calling since she was 
about six, has always lobbied for 
And that’s the way she 
sition.”

Though this whole Poet Laureate 
thing is new in Canada, she doesn’t 
want it to be just a fad and is always 
looking for ways to build on the 
energy and interest that the position 
has engendered. In November she 
and Wendy McGrath, League of 
Poets representative in Edmonton, 
performed a Random Act of Poetry 
on Mayor Stephen Mandel and sug- 
gested he establish an Edmonton 
poetry week. Apparently, he liked 
the idea. 

Neither do Alice Major's dreams 
stop there. She would like to orga- 
nize “something that puts Edmon- 
ton on the map, even international- 
ly, like the Edmonton Folk Music 
Festival.” Her goal is to have a poet- 
ry festival this fall. 

* “No other major literary festival 
is focused entirely on poetry,” she 
says. However, she wants such an 
event to “engage the different 
groups and the energy that’s here 
already, to maximize rather than 
dilute the impact.” She's in discus- 
sion with several local literary orga- 
nizations and wants every reading 
series to get involved as well. The 
Poet Laureate position provides a 
focus, she feels. It “opens the door.” 

And that’s not all. She’s thinking 
ofa festival website that would 

marry up artists from other disci- 
plines, such as a graphic designer.” 
That would engage still more mem- 
bers of the community; so would 
involving the school system. Her 
favourite image is that of having 
been given a “big ball of clay” and 
been told to “go away and make 
something nice, dear.” For her, that

as fiction. In a story that has book-writers 
everyone babbling, The Smoking Gun 
(www.thesmokinggun.com) did a bit of fact 
checking on Frey’s first memoir, A Million Lit 
ile Pieces, also known as the second-best sell- 
ing book of 2005 (after the latest Harry Pot 
ter installment). According to their research 
into court and police documents, they con- 
cluded that Frey severely “embellished” the 
parts of his wan tion narrative having to 
do with his criminal background. 

In the odd chance that you're one of the 
half-dozen people who haven't read A Mil- 
lion Litle Pieces yet, it’s often been described 
as a wholly “addictive” account of how Frey 
overcame his alcohol and drug addiction in

way of dealing with my anxiety of art 
school,” he says). For Boulet, the 
soothing and absorbing repetition of 
something that’s also productive is a 
way to literally keep his demons at 
bay. 

His drawings are quite similar to 
the quilts aesthetically, though looser 
and wilder and also denser in 
imagery, colour, and texture (which 
pile up on top of each other in fantas- 
tically jumbled vistas) 

“T wanted to talk about different 
issues with schizophrenia with each 
banner,” Boulet explains. “Each of the 
11 drawings corresponds to a banner 
They’re kind of meant as ‘epilogue 
drawings.’ There's play between text 
and image and form and one phrase 
or another. | tried for balance—to 
describe the issue and the being.” 

A Schizophrenia is enlightening and 
the show is well thought through— 
challenging while still engaging. lf 
anything, Boulet reminds us that 
hope is a messy process, rather than 
an event, and that madness isn’t alien 
to the sane, but just further down the 
edges of the spectrum of human 
experience. 

And Boulet is a wonderful host. 
No matter how confused and frac- 
tured the work appears to be, he 
always seems to have provided a 
refuge on the paper or in the fabric— 

a still place somewhere in the riotous 
landscape where your eye instantly 
goes to rest when the rest of it 
becomes too much.

more intensity and depth. 





With her nasal stigmata not up to 
the task of providing her enough to 
work with and her aversion to using 
fake blood, Vedah turned to other 
materials. 

“Lused household common sub- 
stances—honey, sesame seed oil, 
ink,” she says. “I kept working with 
the idea of duality as the series pro- 
gressed, with the circle as the con- 
ceptual thread. I started out with this 
really loaded substance—blood— 


and ended the series using smoke 
and glass.” She smiles as she regards 
her visual alchemy, surveying the 
chronological layout of the show. 

“I started from a very personal 
point that was tremendously mean- 
ingful to me, but I wanted it—by the 
end—to be very symbolic, so view- 
ers could find their own associations 
and let it take them where they 
needed to go.”

ton exists for me as a platonic ideal. 
I’ve had all of the constituent parts, 
but the perfect sandwich eludes me. 
Ina city that has a donair joint on 
every corner; it seems unfath- 
omable that you can‘t get a good 
falafel. The focus here in Edmonton 
is shawarma—the slutty cousin of 
the falafel in town for the weekend, 
looking for a good time. Shawarma 
has been reduced to a big fist-full of 
fatty processed meat that, in my 
mind, warrants a lap dance if eaten 
while smoking. | can’t help but 
wonder what happens to that log of 
rotating filth at the end of the day. 
The meat is largely unrecognizable 
as a natural food form and then 
after the big “chicken” meat pole 
spins at temperature all day, it gets 
tossed (hopefully) in a cold fridge 
for the night where the warm inner 
reaches of it divide and multiply 
(not sure if it’s mitosis or meiosis). It 
seems to me that shawarma has 
more in common with agar agar 
than it does with a menu item.

garlic and spices, pureed, formed 
into balls and deep-fried. The balls 
are wrapped ina pita with tahini 
sauce (pureed sesame seeds essen- 
tially) tomato, parsley, other veg- 
gies and chilies, and squirted with a 
healthy dose of tzatziki (garlic, 
lemon and yogurt sauce). Some- 
thing in me believes this could be 
good food if done truthfully. So 
when a buddy of mine said La 
Shish (Jasper and 118 St.) is a pretty 
dandy Lebanese deli, I figured I’d 
give it a go. 

In fairness to my friend, he had 
warned me that the service was 
surly at best, so the disgruntled 
indifference that met us wasn’t too 
shocking. In fact it kind of added to 
the charm of the place and besides, 
I was too transfixed by the shawar- 
ma spinning off in the distance to 
care. It resembled actual meat and 
had a proper larding cap to moisten 
it. Even more, there were lemons 
and garlic riding on top and it 
wasn’t just white putty—it was a 
distinguishable stack of actual 
chicken meat. I couldn’t be swayed, 
though. It was.a tarted-up shawar- 
ma, but a shawarma nonetheless. I 
have principles dag-nab-it. I 
ordered the falafel and left the fatty 
meat to my wife. After the guy dis- 
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appeared for a while for undeter- 
mined reasons, we eventually got 
our sandwiches and I was initially 
hopeful. The falafel balls looked 
homemade and.came with most of 
the usual ubiquitous veggies, and 
even some less-seen all-stars like 
pickled beets. Importantly, the balls 
had been cooked in oil hot enough 
so that they didn’t simply soak up 
the left over French-fry grease, and 
there was just enough of both the 
tahini and tzatziki to keep it most 
and flavourful, but not so much 
that I had to lick my elbow every 
four seconds to catch the excess. It 
was by far the best falafel I’ve had 
in Edmonton, while still not the best 
ever in my travels. But, you know 
what? My wife’s shawarma was 
outstanding. The meat was a little 
stringy, but tender; the seasoning 
was delicate and true to the 
flavours of the Middle East; and the 
veggies were tasty and fresh. You 
don’t get a lap dance with one of 
these puppies. This is real food and 
now I know why the owner seems 
so pissed-off. He’s mad at all those 
other places giving the shawarma a 
bad name by passing off crap imita- 
tions of his authentic food prepared 
with integrity. The shawarma’s a 
classy lady. Who knew?

Mark Meer plays “everybody 
else... My main character is Nabil, 
the taxi driver who takes Helen 
through the city—he’s her guide. 
Ironically, even though he’s got the 
closest relationship to Helen, he’s 
the character that speaks the least 
English. That's where the whole 
theme of communication comes 
in—he’s unable to understand liter- 
ally what she’s saying but ona 


metaphorical level he understands 
her the best.” 

“It speaks on different levels,” 
says Cairns. “It’s a huge global 
play. There are so many levels but it 
comes down to this very intimate 
relationship /lack of relationship.” 

Communication and loss are the 
driving themes of Helen's Necklace. 
Cairns says Frechette was inspired 
to write her story of une canadienne 
abroad after participating in a writ- 
ing workshop in Beirut. The writers 
asked a group of Palestinian 
woman about their stories, their 
lives. “One woman said, ‘So, what 
are you going to do with all this. 
Are you going to go home and tell 
people we can’t go on living like 
this?’ That's a line in the play... and 


it really resonated with her. Earlier 
she had lost a necklace in Paris and 
the two stories found their way 
together.” 

The necklace, says Meer isn’t just 
a necklace—“She's lost something 
that has value only to her. It’s just a 
plastic necklace, but it’s what it rep- 
resents. Each of the people she 
encounters also has an aspect of loss 
in their life, but they deal with it in 
a different way.” 

Cairns adds, “It keeps coming 
back to that kernel: ‘We cannot go 
on living like this!’ Each of the peo- 
ple she meets gives her a gift of 
awareness, understanding, insight.” 

Helen's Necklace, both performers 
say, deals with hard issues in a 
slightly humorous, lyrical way.

THINK OF IT AS “METHOD WATCHING. 

Absolute Blue, a new piece by 
Kristi Hansen, Murray Utas, and 
Vanessa Sabourin, throws the the- 
atre doors wide to the elements, 
while keeping the audience in the 
dark much of the time. 

The play throws together five dis- 
parate characters, each at a cross- 
roads in his/her life. They've assem- 
bled in an old metalworking shop 
for the first rehearsal of their new 
rock band. There's reformed deal- 
er/born again Christian Keith (Bob 
Rasco), his younger, rebellious 
brother Cole (Aaron Macri), waitress 
Tracy (Kristi Hansen), barfly Sandra 
(Vanessa Sabourin) and 

hippie/slacker Dov (Murray Ultas). 
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The band represents a chance for 
each individual to cut loose from the 
bonds of addiction, fear, abuse and 
hopelessness which have strangled 
their attempts to grow fully into 
their lives. When a freak snowstorm 
hits and the lights go out, stranding 
the quintet in icy darkness, they 
must band together to survive the 
disaster. 

A situation like this is rife with 
comic potential, from conflicting 
music styles—Sandra is a classically 
trained Royal Conservatory pianist, 
Tracy is an Ani DeFranco 


wannabe—to the juxtaposition of the 


ultra-clean, gluten-free Keith against 
the smokers and tokers in the group 
Character clashes, after all, are 
volatile comedic fuel. It follows 
therefore, that with the addition of a 
natural disaster, common ground 
will be established, secrets spilled, 
and bonding will occur. Happily, the 
playwriting trio boasts significant 
creativity in the humour department 
and the snappy repartee is one of the 
charms of Absoli:te Blue, Another is 


the music by Aaron Macri. He’s a 
gifted musician and plays witha full 
bag of musical tricks bouncing bal- 
lads off cheesy power chords. 
Absolute Blue also immerses the 
audience directly into the play's 
world. When the power failure 
plunges the people on-stage into 
darkness, all the lights in the theatre 
go off leaving us to watch in candle- 
light. The heat is also off and, as the 
cast dashes in and out of the 
Azimuth back door, the elements 
reach their chilly fingers into the 


space. Admittedly, the device would ~ 


be far more shocking to the system if 
Edmonton were experiencing a typi- 
cal winter, but it’s chilly enough that 
you'll want to bring a blanket with 
you. 

All the elements should add up to 
an intriguingly satisfying evening at 
the theatre, but things don’t quite 
add up toa satisfying whole. One 
problem is putting an intermission 
in the midst of the experience. Bring- 
ing up the house lights and stopping 
the action tends to break the mood, 


making it difficult to re-enter the 
world for the second act, This type of 
piece seems to cry out for a compact 
presentation where the audience is 
completely immersed in the story 
and setting from start to finish. 

_ The play itself is definitely a work 
in progress. Plot holes need to be 
sewn up and themes sorted out. The 
treatment of Sandra is puzzling— 
one wonders in the end if the work 
is a condemnation of pursuing a 
middle-class, suburban lifestyle. For 


Meer describes the play as “expr. 
sive. It’s very much like a poem, | 
is linear but it’s not a linear sto; 
narrative. It’s like a dream.” 

Cairns explains that the episo, 
shifts in reality are similar to las;

The intimacy, says Cairns, is 
established very quickly by 
Frechette’s “beautiful writing. Yo, 
get to know who Mark's characters 
are very quickly. But the poetry {of ' 
the piece] means lots of repetition, - 
you keep coming back to similar — 
phrases. You really get the feeling | 
you've stepped into someone else's 
head.” | 

Inside the character's head, there 
is great confusion. “Helen knows 
she wants her necklace back, [biit| 
she doesn’t know how to go about 
it or what she really needs,” says 
Meer. “All the other characters have 
their objectives and know what 
they want and how to get it. They 
pull her in their wake.” 

It makes for a fairly steep learn- 
ing curve for a woman secure in he 
Canadian identity. Cairns describes 
it as “the arrogance of expecting 
someone to understand what 
you're saying. They shake her up 
She staggers out of every encounter 
with a little more knowledge. By 
the time she’s finished these 
encounters, she’s gone on a real 
emotional journey. Everything she 
takes from each character leads her 
on to the next stage.” 

But in the end, both Cairns and 
Meer agree the power of Helen's 
Necklace lies in its simplicity. 

“You can take everything else 
away and it’s a simple story.”

“It's been a very strange two years 
for me because this play is very diffi- 
cult to perform,” he says. “Every 
time I do it I have to relive things I 
don’t want to relive. It’s emotionally 
difficult and takes lots of energy, 
even though it has given mea lot, 
including recognition as a writer.” 

The playwright says the kernel of 
truth behind the semi-autobiographi- 
cal play started with a much 
younger, much wilder, and much 
less employed young Barr taking a 
job behind the bar at a drag club with 
a reputation. 

There, he got “involved with a dif- 
ficult bunch of people” (i.e., Glasgow 
Mafia types) and got himself into “a 
little bit of trouble.” 

Saying he’s “much more sensible 
now,’ at the time he thought his rela- 
tively dangerous circumstances were 
“quite glamourous.”

nessed—a trauma which haunted 
him (going as far as to spur reoccur- 
ring nightmares) for years after- 
wards.

The playwright is also pleased 
with the realistic approach his play 
takes with “stories about drag 
queens” even if his audiences may be 
surprised with how “violent and 
unpleasant” these tales may be com- 
pared to the parodies that dominate 
mainstream media. 

“My opinions are very extreme 
but I'm going to stick by them,” says 
Barr, asserting his belief that “drag 

queens are damaged people”, and 
“very, very” unpleasant 

“Ina sense drag queens are misog- 
ynous and hate women,” he says, 
adding that drag queens reflect the 
narrow gender construction men are 
trapped within and allow for trans- 
gressive movement against the patri- 
archal order. 

“Society has put men ina really 
small box that they can’t get out of 
and really live up to. We can’t be 
more than one thing and it’s con- 
straining: transvestites help redefine 
maleness.”

THIS IS THE STORY OF TWO MEN, BOTH 
Alberta-born and bred, who create 
works of casual genius, with the 
kind of effortless sharpness of 
expression that is so deeply inter- 
twined with their instinctual 
thought processes that they don’t 
even fully understand what kind of 
artistic goldmine they are sitting on. 

The first of these men, Guy Terrifi- 
co, crafted amazing music about 
love and loss and redemption and 
pickup trucks and the open road 
and the soothing embrace of pallia- 
tive substance abuse, all of it thread- 
ed with great wit and verve in the 
kind of gutbucket, foot-stomping 
countrified rock that the Byrds prac- 
ticed in their later years, when 
Bobby Dylan slid through a 
Nashville reeling from the razor- 
blade integrity practiced by the new 
breed of southern outlaws: Waylon 
Jennings, Willie Nelson, Merle Hag- 
gard, Kris Kristofferson, and a 
Jesused-up but more bilious that 
ever Johnny Cash looming over all 
like a stern, dark shadow. Way back 
in the early ‘70s, you could turn on 
AM radio while driving through 
farmlands in the deep south—be it 
southern Alberta or the southern 
US., downhome heartlands both— 
and hear real music by real artists 
who would just as soon punch a 
record exec out as drink whisky 
shots on the company’s tab that 
night. 

Terrifico was our own Canadian 
Gram Parsons, a terrifyingly resilient 
survivor of consumable excess and 
precarious physical tomfoolery, a 
simultaneously angelic and demonic 
presence, a debauched innocent, a 
lightening rod savant who distilled 
the excitement of his times invhis art 
in such pure, undiluted measures 
that you could suffer both contact 
high and contact heartbreak just 
frorn listening to his bourbon- 
flocked, fractured voice caress his 
honky-tonk narratives. Terrifico 
lived fast and bloated, and died 
young and martyred in 1972, ina 
violent rockstar-type incident that

has had musical conspiracy theorists 
archly dissecting his lean canon of 
work for the 30 some odd years 
since. And now a “new” album sur- 
faces from the long-departed Terrifi- 
co, a collaboration with his veteran 
outlaw compairiots, recorded 
through anonymous letters and 
newly emerged masters. Is he dead, 
or did the legend engineer his disap- 
pearance (thus guaranteeing his leg- 
end status)? 


BROUGHT IT BACK HOME 

The second man is less overtly 
glamorous, perhaps, but no less of 
an unconscious conduit for genius 
and lucid cultural commentary. A 
filmmaker, writer, and director who 
was bom the year Terrifico “died,” 
former Edmontonian Michael Mab- 
bot actually created Terrifico. 


ferson and Gram Parsons’ notorious- 
ly nutty manager Phil Kaufman, 
who appear as themselves. The 
music even resounds with such a 
ring of truth that it’s entirely plausi- 
bly of that era. Indeed, it’s more 
implausible that it isn’t. 

Mabbott is puzzled that since the 
film rose to prominence on the festi- 
val circuit last year everyone has 
been slapping his back about his 
inspired directorial choice of having 
Kaufman, in the role of himself as 
Terrifico’s manager, BBQ-ing in a 
disquietingly suburban outfit and 
environment throughout his inter- 
view portions. 

“Why does everyone come back 
to the BBQ thing?” he marvels. “Peo- 
ple really like that.” 

Perhaps it’s because of the nifty 
parallel between the summer

That's meant in a literal sense— 
Terrifico is the central character in 
Mabbot's long strange trip of a 
music mockumentary, the center- 
piece for what actually amounts to a 
moving and authentic journey 
through a movement that continues 
to reverberate in today’s music 
industry (and perhaps the fashion 
industry, as the parade of “enor- 
mous belt buckle, uncontrollable 
facial hair, aviator sunglasses, and 
stunningly gaudy western shirt” 
ensembles running throughout the 
piece attest). 

The Life and Hard Times of Guy Ter- 
rifiao is spiked with outrageous rock 
star behaviour, super-nerdy music 
references, homages to the docu- 
mentary and rockumentary forms, 
and lovingly teasing vintage Canadi- 
anisms. He has blurred fiction and 
reality in a way that’s near-dizzying 
and almost impenetrable. Terrifico 
does “real” things within the book- 
ends of “real” events and “real” 
music godfathers, including Kristof-

grilling and the tale of Kaufman 
stealing Parson's heroin-deceased 
body in 1973, spiriting it away to 
Joshua Tree National Park, and 
lighting it on fire, as the fulfillment 
of an earlier pact to his friend and 
colleague. 

“Man, | didn’t even get that!” 
exclaims Mabbot in disbelief. 
“You're right—I am a genius!” 


THE REAL OUTLAWS 

What makes Guy Terrifico a grip- 
ping ride and ultimately moving 
story is that Mabbott constructed it 
with a great deal reverence for a spe- 
cific period of musical and social his- 
tory that was both being defined by 
and exerting an influence over a 
small, tight-knit group of artists 
whose values clashed quite boldly 
with the God-fearing, family-loving, 
duty-bound country fossils that pre- 
dated them.

a fetchingly weary or impish voice, depend- 
ing on the material he’s delivering, but seem- 
ingly straightforwardly earnest and honest 
either way.

He needed to be both o capable musician 
and a lovable dude to convincingly pull off a 
film that relied on his believabiliy for its 
entire premise. He and Kris Kristofferson are

WHILE THE PROTRACTED SPECTACLE 
of Monica Vitti wandering aimlessly 
over the rocky shores of Stromboli 
and throughout the deserted vil- 
lages of southern Italy, searching 
for nothing much in particular and 
failing to find even that, evidently 
palled on the assembled audience 
of critics at the premiere of the 
incongruously named L‘avventura 
(The Adventure) at Cannes in 1960— 
they famously made their displea- 
sure known volubly, vigorously, 
and unhesitating!y—hip intellectu- 
als have subsequently seen fit to 
rehabilitate Michelangelo Anto- 
nioni’s reputation as a director. 
There is, after all, a certain subse- 
quent frisson to the way he refused 
to submit his artistic integrity to the 
demands of narrative, or to engage 
with questions of character, motiva- 
tion or emotion, 

Thus that the lost souls roaming 
the near-deserted city streets in his 
films seem, more than anything, to 
blend into one another and the sur- 
rounding architecture in moody, 
lingering, and admittedly bravura 
extreme long shots is a testament 
not to the auteur’s colossal self- 
indulgence, but to what French cul- 
tural theorist Roland Barthes 
described as his “vigilance” in seek- 
ing to “leave the road of meaning 
open and as if undecided.” Films 
like La notte (1961), L’eclisse (1962), 
and Red Desert (1964), though they 
may be, in one sense, deadly dull, 
have, in providing to eager students 
of film theory the ideal textbook 
cases of modernist malaise, become 
grist to the degree-mills churnin 
out graduates in Antonioni Studies, 
since almost any interpretation of 
his near meaningless signifiers 
remains open to the viewer. 


There is, undeniably, a certain 
appeal to a game, like that which 
the hapless hotel guests play with 
the sinister man in L’année derniére a 
Marienbad (Resnais, 1961), in which 
there can be no winners or losers, 
yet I’m sure that it’s the idea of an 
Antonioni movie that these acade- 
mics like, rather than the experi- 
ence of actually sitting through one. 
Nevertheless the disinterested 
observer remains enthralled: Is he a 
self-styled genius avant-la-lettre, 
publicly questioning the tyranny of 
long-established, frankly bourgeois 
literary and artistic forms, or a wily 
charlatan preying on the weakness-

ous sub-non-plot, of Maria Schnei- 
der, the hottest soft-core property 
on the market since her appearance 
in Bernardo Bertolucci’s surprise X- 
rated hit Last Tango in Paris (1972), 
and there is more than a whiff of 
opportunism in the choice of Jack 
Nicholson, known for an onscreen

As tele-journalist David Locke, 
Nicholson insulates himself from 
the world with various modish 
recording devices that seem to 
mediate much of our own experi- 
ence of the film. There is, for exam- 
ple, an extended flashback 
sequence of Locke’s first meeting 
with David Robertson (Chuck Mul- 
vehill), the man he has decided to 
impersonate, which is captured and 
played back on reel-to-reel tape, 
and he evinces a telltale reluctance 
to have his own camera turned 
back upon himself by one of his 


interview subjects. While this dual 
meditation on the peels role of 
the filmmaker as simultaneous cre 
ator and observer of reality (in 
direct homage to Bertolucci and 
Last Tango) and the terrifying, is 
lating pressures of modern life m@) 
have seemed revolutionary at the 
time, it hasn’t aged terribly well.

lyst (who won't sign off on the 
surgery unless she helps him) Bree 
instead finds herself agreeing to 
transport Toby back to L-A with her 
in the hope of dropping him off with 
his stepfather along the way. 

Setting off in a battered station 
wagon purchased from one of 
Toby’s street friends (Bree hopes to 
resell it back in L.A), the two gradu- 
ally learn to open up, both to each 
other and to the world around them.

It's the Rain Man effect—people 
are impressed with actors that play 
social outcasts.

SO MUCH INK HAS BEEN SPENT OVER 
the trials and tribulations of Paul 
Bernardo and Karla Homolka that 
one wonders what new light a 
movie about the two convicted mur- 
derers would be able to bring—or 
what purpose it could possibly 
serve. 

Not surprisingly, the idea of a cin- 
ematic portrayal of Homolka’s 
involvement in the brutal rape and 
murder of teenagers Kristen French 
and Leslie Mahaffy, as well as that of 
Homolka’s own sister, Tammy, gave 
— a few people the heebie-jee- 

ies. 


The victims’ families were under- 
standably the first to oppose the 
film’s release (although the filmmak- 
ers renamed French and Mahaffy in 
their script), while corporate spon- 
sors at the Montreal Film Festival 
complained when Karla was made 
one of last year’s official selections. It 
was subsequently pulled from the

But for all the controversy sur- 
rounding Karla, as well as the dis- 
turbing mystique surrounding 
Homolka herself, the movie is, 
unfortunately, just as conflicted as it 
is horrifying.

gives the film its name, and White 
acts simultaneously as narrator, tour 
guide, and outsider to his own cul- 
ture. The rusted car is camouflage. 

Nevertheless, he travels with 
wonder through towns that don’t 
look like the America of modernity, 
catching visions of houseboats, long- 
abandoned vehicles and water 
snakes—“good garbage,” White 
calls them. 

Along the way, he'll talk to the 
odd Southerner who has something 
to say. One man, walking with a 
cane on the side of the road (White 
doesn’t bother to get out of his car, 
he just drives alongside him), recalls 
the old Sears Roebuck catalogues 
that used to come to their houses, 
filled with people who were, in his 
eyes, perfect. 


As Paul Bernardo, Misha Collins’ 
is bone-chilling. In true American 
Psycho fashion, his interpretation of 
the infamous character is horrifying- 
ly precise and detached, giving 
scenes of blood-curdling terror a 
traumatic inevitability. 

The most terrifying scene has to 
be the set-up and consequent mur- 
der of Tammy Homolka, where the 
two protagonists drug their victim 
and videotape all their actions on 
home video—and Karla works best 
when this scene is repeated in flash- 
backs, giving the actions of Bernardo 
and Homolka a demonic after-taste. 

The murders of French and 
Mahafty, as horrible as they are, 
work less effectively as Prepon’s per- 
formance grows more emotionally 
conflicted and Collins’ more over- 
the-top than necessary. It might be 
closer to the truth than one would’ve 
imagined, but it doesn’t serve the 
story well—it would’ve been more 
disturbing to stick with the ominous 
atmosphere shrouding the Tammy 
scene. 

Visually, Karla is fairly straightfor- 
ward. The film looks pretty slick 
during Homolka’s psychological 
review scenes and switches toa 
grainier look for the re-telling of the 
actual events. It also helps the film- 
maker to play it safe with a screen- 
play that is mostly paint-by-num- 





“They had all the finger that they 
had coming to them,” he says.

Karla isn’t an easy film, nor is it 
really entertaining. That's not really 
the point. It’s a movie that tries to 
explore the psyche of a sick mind 
refusing to admit that it is sick, with 
a screenplay that strangely refuses to 
embrace that very idea (and subse- 
quently tries to make up for it with 
end notes describing how horrible 
Homolka really can be). 

Due to its profoundly disturbing 
nature, it is doubtful Karla will be 
enjoyed by many. (case in point, it 
eamed a Canadian rating equivalent 
to the States’ NC-17). Then again, 
considering how close it stays to a 
story still vivid in the Canadian psy- 
che, that’s not really surprising.

White provides much of the 
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soundtrack himself, as do The 
Handsome Family (who also pro- 
vide an irritatingly facile, urbanized 
view of God and the Devil when 
they should’ve let the music do the 
talking), the Reverend Gary How- 
ington, Lee Sexton and others. Were 
it not for the swamp-chic of alt-coun- 
try, we would not have been treated 
to some of the most unreal beauty of 
this film, nor the stereotypically 
wandering eyes and ears of its resi- 
dent storytellers. White, in the pro- 
duction notes, is himself bewildered 
by the fashionability of the South 
and of this so-called alt-country 
sound in particular

THE KISSING COWBOYS GOT IT, REESE 
and Joaquin got it, the gardener got 
some and the Bennett sisters got 
none. Individually, those desperate- 
ly funny housewives had to watch 
Mary-Louise get it, but, as a group, 
they did get lucky. Some got it, some 
didn’t, but the whole world watched 
with baited breath as the honours 
were dealt at the 63rd Annual Gold- 
en Globe Awards Ceremony on 
Monday night. 

In 1943, a group of Los Angeles- 
based journalists working for non- 
American publications formed the 
Hollywood Foreign Press Associa- 
tion (HFPA) to nurture the relatively 
young film industry and boost rela 
tions between film artists across the 
globe. The first Golden Globe 
Awards Ceremony was held in 1944 
to honour outstanding achievements 
in film. Television was included in 
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1956. Since then, it has become the 
gauge of who and what will walk 
away with, according to Clark 
Gable, that coveted door-stop, the 
Oscar. And sometimes it’s a remark- 
ably accurate gauge—in 1984, 1987 
and 1994, 90 per cent of Golden

Globe winners also got an Academy 
Award. But in 1974 only 18 per cent 
of Golden Globe winners pocketed 
an Oscar. 

This year around 90 journalists 
contributing to overseas publications 
decided who the winners should be. 
That sounds very credible, doesn’t 
it? But who qualifies for member- 
ship? According to the application 
procedures you basically need to 
have $500 US, live in Southern Cali- 
fornia, publish four pieces annually, 
and be sponsored by two existing 
members. You remain a member as 
long as you keep publishing those 
four pieces or until one other mem- 
ber blackballs you. If you don’t, you 
become inactive until you start pub- 
lishing again. In fact, many members 
are retired and live on their pen- 
sions. 

In 2004, many members were 
older than 80 and a large number 
were making a living from anything 
ranging from teaching to selling real 
estate or cars. Roughly, only a quar- 
ter were working foreign journalists. 
It seems that many members could 
be motivated more by the perks than 
by the actual quality of the work 
they are judging. 

In 1981, the amazingly untalented 
actress Pia Zadora received a Golden 
Globe after her rich husband flew 
the HFPA members to Las Vegas for 
an all-expenses paid vacation. As 
Guardian correspondent Duncan 
Campbell told the Washington Post 












































in 2002, “I think it's like one of Grow} 
cho Marx's clubs. If they were will- 
ing to have me in it, I wouldn't wal 
to join. I've always considered that 
joining comes at a dreadful price— 
your credibility.”

Almost two thousand films were 
submitted to the festival; out of those, 109 
were chosen to compete in the official com 
rail and 12 of those made it into the col- 
lection this year—ranging from traditional 
drawing/painting to stop action to all kinds

dream. At 26, with eight years of 
full-time rapping under his belt, the 
local hip hop artist wants to make a 
strong, positive musical statement. 

He shows up for the interview, in 
true rap fashion, waltzing in the cof- 
fee shop with two of his crew, locals 
Konnex and Spontain, and quickly 
manages to light up the room with a 
devious grin 

The rapper they call Roll’n is 
beaming. His debut album, Birds Eye 
View, is ready to launch its assault 
on the urban airwaves. It’s about 
time. 

‘T just think people need to be 
more positive and stop looking for 





the easy way out,” says Providence. 
“We have to think about our genera- 
tion and our kids, setting an exam- 
ple for them, so that when they 
come they’re not going to look at 
killing each other. They have to keep 
striving to make the world a better 
place.” 

Roll’n is more than just another 
struggling hip hop artist looking for 
his spot in the limelight. Roll’n isa 
godfather of sorts, an inspiration to 
his friends and coilaborators. 

Birds Eye View is more than his 
first definitive statement about life, 
happiness, and dedication to the 
craft. It’s a step forward in the right 
direction for the local hip hop scene. 

Layered with what he calls 
“crackin’ beats,” intricate sampling, 
dialogue, booming bass lines (“Feel 
So Good” is a devastating example) 
and a lyrical flow echoing some of 





his early influences, Birds Eye Vj 
signals the rising of his new labe| 
Poundin Records (distributed ac; 
Canada through Indie Pool). 

“I come from a musical back 
ground—calypso and soca,” say: 
Providence, who was born in St 
Vincent and Grenadines and mo\..; 
to Canada when he was eight ye; 
old. “When I came up here, I wa 
introduced to rap and hip hop— 
Buju Banton, Big Daddy Kane, Ma, 
stro Fresh Wes. | took all those 
flavours. Now I'm Roll’n.” 

Indeed he is. 

By coming in contact with the 7, 
House Records crew, best-know1 
for the compilations The Outhr. 
and The Cure, Roll’n made friends 
with other local hip hop leaders si¢j 
as Reason, Wayz and Lexus. The |. 
ter ended up producing Birds Fy 
View. 

“We just connected,” says Provi- 
dence. “We didn’t even think twice 
about it. That's a good thing and 
bad thing at the same time, because 
you never know what you're getting 
yourself into. Sometimes you ~hoose 
to be down with certain people, and 
most of the time it doesn’t work out 
You have to weigh all your options 
properly. It could be a breaking 
point—it could break you in half.” 

But the association worked 
beyond Roll’n’s expectations. His 
tracks made their way all over North 
America, passing through the hands 
of producers in Toronto (Sixx Deuce) 
and Atlanta (Loko) before coming 
back home for their release. 

“I worked with people that | 
didn’t even meet,” he says. “I was 
very fortunate to be in that position 

Over 75 minutes long, Birds Fy: 
View is a challenging record, but it 
also manages to flow together very 
well. After all, Roll’n started out lik 
a lot of his contemporaries, learning 
by making mix tapes. 

“1 believe that people need to get 
what they pay for,” he explains. “I'm 
not going to go half-assed with any- 
thing. It’s 100 per cent and then 
some. If we're going to bring albums 
to the stage, we're going to make 
sure that you're getting a full-length 
album—15 tracks, that’s a mix 
tape—and we're capable of doing 
more than that. 

“My attitude is to go out there and 
show people that I’m seriously into 
this.

“IT’S TRUE THAT, IN SOME PLACES, WE 
play it’s like it’s eternally 1995,” 
observes lead singer Ed Kowalczyk 
of Live, commenting on the notion 
that his band has slipped under the 
radar over the past decade after a 
period of massive success in the 
mid-'90s. “We are still doing quite 
well, though.” 

Kowalczyk, an agreeable sort, 
shrugs off ignorant “what happened 
to you?” questions in an equitable 
fashion; after all, the idea is mostly 
wrong. Fact is, Live has continued to 
rack up multi-platinum sales and 
hits since their 1994 breakthrough, 
Throwing Copper. 

It’s strange to think of a band dis- 
appearing from view while still sus- 
taining a career and enjoying radio 





play, but that appears to be the case 
with Kowalczyk and his friends. The 
spotlight shifts, but there they are— 
working diligently just outside of it. 
“Our career has had its up and 
downs in terms of people seeing us 
and buying records,” he says. 
“Thing is, it veers dramatically from 
country to country, and it’s still fun 
after all these years.” That's right, 
folks—we're talking big in Japan, or 
Brazil, or wherever it is that these 
bands repair to for big ticket stadium 
tours outside of the States when 
their time on MTV is done. Back in 
North America, the audience may be 
made up of thirtysomething adults 
waxing nostalgic for Throwing Cop- 
per and ancillary singles “Lightning 
Crashes” and “All Over You,” or 
later hits like “The Dolphin’s Cry,” 
but Kowalczyk and his longtime 
band mates continue to soldier on 
worldwide, recording new albums, 
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honing their craft, and still deriving 
pleasure from the experience. 

“It’s all a matter of perspective,” 
he notes. “Besides, to be honest, it’s 
just as exciting to be right here in this 
room by myself, writing songs— 
even as exciting as playing huge 
concerts.” 

That's good, Ed—great that 
you're having a wonderful time in 
that hotel room. Not so for Danko 
Jones, who would probably have the 
mattress torn up by now out of bore- 
dom, the chairs and blankets 
rearranged into a fort. The irrepress- 
ible Canadian singer/guitarist seems 
to exist solely for the thrill of com- 

mandeering a stage. For the past few 
years Jones and his trio have been 
tooling around northern Europe, 
where blistering, no nonsense rock 
‘n’ roll is the sine qua non. Jones left 
Toronto at the beginning of the cen- 
tury for the welcoming arms of 
Stockholm after realizing that Cana- 
da was a bit of a dead end, and that 
neamess to soul mates like The Hel- 
lacopters was probably a good thing. 
Now armed with new Canadian 
(Aquarius Records) and American 







































(Razor & Tie) record deals, plus a 
new album on the way (Sleep is the 
Enemy), Jones is intent on bringing it 
all back home. “Yeah, things are 
starting to change a bit, but the truth 
is that the press is still more likely to 
focus on an indie rock band than on 
a hard rock band. It would be great 
if bands like C’mon and Tricky Woo 
could be profiled more in the 
papers—I mean, look at the new 
Tricky Woo; that’s an awesome 
album.” 
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After concentrating on overseas 
touring in preceding years, Danko 
Jones spent last year cris-crossing 
North America in support of 2004's 
We Sweat Blood. The hard work paid 
off as the band ended up with two 
singles that were the second most 
added songs on active rock charts in 
America. “I didn’t hear anything 
after that, but still—that’s okay in 
my experience. We made some real 
headway there.”

had always written his music with 
a serious, classicist attitude. And 
where he’d previously adapted it to 
comply with contemporary cur- 
rents, by ‘66 rock ‘n’ roll had 
changed to a point at which he felt 
he could comfortably make it pro- 
found.

Sound,” Brian hired the same ses- 
sion men Spector used, arranging 
and conducting them live in the 
studio. He ruled them with one 
hand and The Beach Boys with the 
other; allowing an oboe to follow 
the lead vocal or synchronizing a 
brass section with guitar and 
plano, 


Tony Asher (a young advertising 
jingle-genius) wove a pattern of 
melodies and lyrics. 

“Listen to my heart beat, listen, 
listen, listen,” Wilson sings on 
“Don’t Talk (Put Your Head on My 
Shoulder)” while the bass mimics 
his heartbeat. It was Brian's 
favourite bit on the album and a 
manifesto for the entire project. 

Pet Sounds has both the outline 
and the attributes of a concept 
album; “The story of Brian’s search 
for love and acceptance,” as Beach 
Boys historian David Leaf charac- 
terized it. Opening with an ode to 
teenage love and faith in the future 
(“Wouldn’t It Be Nice”), he moves 
on to the discovery of love’s imper- 
fection (“I’m Waiting for the 
Day”), which, in turn, beckons a

The only mis- 
step is a wank-job throwaway reprise that 
ruins what could have been a perfect end- 
ing. 

The Elected’s sophomore album is more 
adventuresome, both hitting and missing 
the target with more ferocity and frequen- 
cy. Track by track, it’s alternately stellar 
and over-baked, and sometimes just plain 
dumb, like when Sennet employs his pow- 
erful voice in a bluesy roar, which comes 
off as campy in a record stuffed with 
insightful, clever lyricism and gorgeous, 
melody-drenched, SoCal musicality. 

The pair is currently writing together for 
the next Rilo Kiley album, bit hapetully 
they'll find time to tour with their worthy 
sidelines before their main gig grinds into 
action again.
